From our own Correspondent, 
Ottawa, Juno 27i— The Premier in- 
formed Tub Colonist correspondent to- 
night that the government had made i 
proposition to the Washington authori- 
ties for reciprocity in lumber be- 
tween the two countries. Iu other 
words the Dominion government will 
remove the import and export duties on 
lumber of nil kinds, provided the Unit- 
ed States authorities do the same. 
Meanwhile, as an earnest of good faith, 
our government has reduced the export 
duty on pine logs from three to two 
dollars per thousand feet hoard measure, 
the reduction to take effect on Monday 
next. 

The post office department has con- 
cluded a convention with the department 
of communication of Japan, for the ex- 
change of money orders between the 
Dominion and Japan, taking effect Oc- 
tober 1st next, with the maximum 
amount of an order ul fifty dollars, t he 
commission to be the same as for all 
other foreign money orders. The 
amounts of orders to be expressed in 
Canadian currency ill both directions: 
but on account of the frequent 

IlllCtUatioilS in tho rate of exchange be- 
tween the two countries, it has been 
agreed that all amounts bo converted 
into their proper equivalent by the 
Japanese officials, 'i'okio, Japan, and 
Victoria, B. C, will be the exchange 
offices for the respective countries.

IHy Chiof Justice Sir .Matthew B. Begble.) 

Jones vs. The Guardian Insurance 
Company. Full text of the judgment. 

This is an action on a policy of insur- 
ance against fire, dated 22ml of Novem- 
ber, 1886, for $4,(K»0, on a hotel and fur- 
niture, the building being insured for 
S2.000 and tho furniture for a like sum. 
A second premium was duly paid but on 
the 13th of .February, 1888, the building 
and its contents, wei;e consumed by lire. 

Some artielos were saved, hut not 
much, and I conceive the claim to ho for 
a total loss. The eleventh condition en- 
dorsed on the policy stipulate:! that tlio 
party insured "is to give, in ease of 
loss by fire, immediate notice to the 
company, and within fourteen days is to 
deliver as pairtidniar an account as 
possible of the loss or damage, and make 
proof of the siinie by his declaration or 
affirmation and produce such other evi- 
dence as may be reasonably required. 
Until such decln ration, etc., are pro- 
duced lib part of the loss or damage is 
to be recoverable ;" and then it proceeds 
further to stipulate that, "If there be 
bo fraud in suoh claim, or false declar- 
ing or affirming in support thereof, the 
claimant shall forfeit all benefit under 
the policy." 

\\ ithin the fourteen days, apparently, 
the plaintiff sent in a list of the particu- 
lars of his loss, valuing the building at 
$4,000 and the furniture, etc., at S>,'l,- 
039.25. Xo statutory declaration or 
affirmation in support of this claim has 
ever been sent in, bill on tho 1st 
of March, IHSS, ut a tire inquest, 
tlio plaintiff swore to the truth 
of these particulars of loss ; and iu his 
sworn answer to interrogatories exhibit- 
ed for his examination in the notion, he 
referred to this deposition, and so made 
il evidence iu the action. 

It is to be observed that neither on 
this trial, nor on the former trial, wus 
the plaintiff called us a witness on his 
own behalf to pledge his oath to the 
truth of hiu claim though present in 
court. 

On the 13th of March, 1SS8, the .Colli' 
puny's solicitors wrote, oHering plain- 
tiff 1*2,500 in full of all demands., - On 
the 14th of March plaintiff's solicitor 
wrote, in answer, claiming s!-»,00O, 
being the whole sum insured; On the 
loth of March the defendant's solicitors 
wrote declining to recognize any such 
sum, and requested that plaintiff would 
prove his claim according to the terms 
of the policy. Nothing further appears 
to have been done for a mouth, but on 
tlio 10th of April plaintiff's solicitors 
wrote, requesting to know in what innn- 
nor defendant required the claim to be 
proved. On the 17th of April defend- 
ant's solicitors again referred I hem to 
the 1 Ith condition. 

Two or three letters subsequently 
were exchanged, pointing to an attempt- 
ed appointment of arbitrators, but on 
the 14th of May, tbe plaintiff's solicitor 
informs defendant thai lie has with- 
drawn his offer to arbitrate, and has 
commenced an action. No other cor- 
respondence appears lo havo passed. 

On the 19th of January, 1880, tbe 
action came on to bo tried, and the jury 
found u verdict for. tho plaintiff for 
j<::,f>00. On that occasion, however, 
the plaintiffs deposition at the fire 
inquest hud not been admitted as 
evidence and the question of fraud or 
no fraud had not been put to the jury, 
and it was doubtful whether the parties 
had stated their caso on t heir pleadings 
as fully as they desired, although the 
judge hud allowed some amendments 
even during ihe trial, and so there waa 
a new trial ordered. 

On the Htli May the action came on 
to he tried before myself and a special 
jury. The plaintiff was m I ill uncertain 
us to his amendments hud obtained 
more than one order, the last order, oo 
tbe7ih May, permitting amendments of 
a very extensive nature, viz: alleging a 
wriver by the defendants, not us in the 
former amendments, of mere irregulari- 
ties iu complying with the 11th condi- 
tion, but a waiver of all objectious to 
the plaintiff's claim founded on any al- 
lege over-valuation of furniture on tho 
preliminary statement of lo«s. The 
defendant had, on leave subsequently 
obtained, amended his statement of de- 
fence by denying these allegations of 
waiver. I left to the jury two questions: 

I. Was there fraud in the plainttff J 

C. If they were satisfied on that 
point that there was no fraud (the onus 
us to which was on the defendant) what 
was the amount of the plaintiff's loss t 
telling them that it seemed to be ad- 
mitted that the building wus worth 
more than the •*'.!, 000 in tlio policy, aud 
that fraud was only alleged ill respect of 
the furniture; that they might find 
either separate sums or one lump sum, 
but then $2,000 of that would be for the 
building. The jury on their return said 
they found that there was no fraud, and 
that the amount of damages recoverable 
wus $.1,409.20. 

This necessarily, meant that ihe loss 
on tho furniture amounted to $1,409.25 
only. On the present motion (for non- 
suit by defendant, for judgment for 
$11,400.25 by plaintiff) two documents 
equally important for both sides and 
which it was understood oil a former oc- 
casion were to have been put in, have 
been produced and admitted nsevidence, 
one being a pamphlet containing the 
private acts of parliament, deed ut set- 
tlement, Sec, ol the company, and the 
other Mr. Turner's appointment us agent 
under which idono be can act. 

The defendant moved for ti non-suit 
on the ground that the plaintiff had not 
delivered any declaration or affirmation 
in proof of his claim as required by tbe 
condition, within tho fourteen days from 
tit.) fire, or indeed up to llie present 
time, lint i think that part of the 11th 

idition, at all events as to the limit 

ol time, is directory only untl not obliga- 
toryj there is no forfeiture or penalty 
for the neglect of that limit; and as to 
tho declaration in proof of loss, by which 
1 suppose is meant a statutory declara- 
tion under the act for the abolition of 
tin necessary oaths, although that is a 
very convenient form of proof, as it mr.y 
In taken and kept by the company along 
with their vouchers and records, yet it 
seems a very harrow, not to say an ab- 
stii d, construction to hold I hut if aclain . 
ant should recover judgment for his 
claim yet the company would not bo 
bound to pay unless and until he were to 
huud thorn a statutory declaration of 
the truth of his claim.

It is very strange, but notwithstand- 
ing the numerous cases of alleged frauds 
on insura m e companies, which lire con* 
stunt ly undergoing investigation there 
does not appear to be any other ease 
upon the point ill tin- kdlgltsh courts 
during upwards of fifty years, Hut the 
industry of Mr. Davie has supplied mu 
with un almost identical case which hag 
very recently (November, 1888), been 
decided in the supreme court of the 
State of New York on appeal from the 
circuit court which takes exactly t ho 
name view. 

This is the case of Stornliold v. Park 
Fire Insurance Co. , New York Suppl't 
18HS, p. 71)7. Levy v. Bailey is not 
eited there, but another New York case 
to the same effect — IJoyuton v. An- 
drews (63 N". Y.U3) isipiotcd and follow- 
ed. In Sterulield's case the exaggeration 
wan even greater than in the present 
case, the loss iu found by the jury was 
scarcely one- fourth of the amount al- 
leged by the plaint ill. In Boynton v. 
Andrews the loss found was one-half of 
the claim and the court held that "from 
this difference the law would assume 
the transaction to be fraudulent, leav- 
ing no quoation of fact as to the intent 
to he passed upon by the jury." This 
Overstatement was almost exactly the 
same as in Levy v. Bailey. In the 
present case the overstatement found by 
the verdict is considerably greater than 
in Boynton v. Andrews or Levy v. 
I'.-iley! being in round numbers g 1,000 
Ugilinat'$l,n00 though not so violent as 
in Stern field v. Park Fire Insurance 
Company. 

These decisions of the New York 
courts are of course not binding on me, 
an. I 1 should not hesitate to disregard 
them if they conflicted with English 
decisions. Jiltt I conceive that it is 
verp proper to refer to them, when by 
an undesigned coincidence (for they do 
not appear to have boon aware of the 
similar view taken by the court of C. 
I*, lifty-aeven years before), 1 Hud that 
KiitflUh speaking judges, administering 
a jurisprudence entirely founded on 
our own, arrive at the same conclusions 
as our own courts. I apprehend that 
the concluding words of the judgment 
in Sterulield's esse are exactly true 
"under this provision the fraudulent 
overstatement Of 'he loss forfeited all 
claim to indemnity under I he policy and 
entitled the company to a verdict 
against the plain till." 

It. is right to state that since being 
furnished with these New York cases I 
have found in Is Am. Dec. page 5'JO a 
case of Moore v." Protection Society 
where the court refused to draw tie- in- 
ference of fraud from an uverBtutoiiiuM 
of value. There, however, the property 
consisted of a stock of retail dry 
goods, which the trader had to 
state and estimate wholly from 
memory, all the stock and books 
having' been destroyed, and the Court 
said (the disproportion being only §2800 
to$ 1853) that his hopes ol proiilablesales 
might honestly have misled his judg- 
ment. Hero the overestimate was in a 
restaurant hotel, whose customers hail 
vanished away. That case was in IS-lS, 
forty years before Sterulield's case, 
Where it does not seem to have been 
cited. Mr. Phillips, an American text 
writer, cites this, and also Levi vs. 
Bailev and some other cases, the reports 
of which are not accessible (I Phill. Ins., 
He seems to view Levi vs. 
Uailev, however, as showing that un 
evurvaltiation is not ground far forfeit- 
ure, so that his statement must be 
takeu "cum grauo." 

Hut Mr. Tlico. Davie ilso insisted 
upon the last part of the condition, viz: 
"That the policy should be forfeited it 
there were any false declaring or atlirm- 
ing in support ot the claim scut in to 
the company." 

Hero the plaint itf swore to the $3,050 
in his evidence before the Coroner at 
the enquiry, and in his sworn answers 
to the interrogatories exhibited in this 
uction, he referred to thai deposition be- 
fore the Ooroiior as true, and declined 
to give any other answer than what Wiu 
contained therein ; and this was part ot 
ihcevideucu at the trial. This swear-

That is no doubt true, but. the ilitli 
culty ia that the "erdiot is llally contra- 
dictory, unless the word " fraud, " at 
used by the jury, be taken in soi.-.i 
modified sense. They may probalih 
havo meant that there was no wilful, in- 
tentional fraud; no mens run ill their 
opinion; or possibly no criminal fraud; 
or that there was no premeditated, 
long-continued fiu'ud; no fraud in effect- 
ing the insurance or even illftl the 
plaintiff merely took tin- litil ol fin ni- 
turo as it was made out by somebody 
else and swore to it blindly, and in I hat 
sense without fraud. 

But the second pail of their verdict 
is quit.- char ami nnniintakcablc, and it 
is to be observed that till!) is the second 
jury which has arrived at Ml aluiosl 
identical conclusion ns to the over value. 
It is not suggested that either jury was 
unfriendly I" the plaintiff's claim, or 
viewed it with jealousy. let jury 
after jury have been unable, as con- 
scientious men, to say that the plaint ill's 
real low is much more than Olie-third ol 
what he claimed (the jury on the first 
trial having found the loss on the furnt 
ture to be J 1,500). 

Whichever way the judgment goes it

ticulars) and said 'all right.' 1 asked 
him if that was what he, Wanted, lb- 
said, 'yes.' " This was a very few days, 
less than fourteen, after the fire, 

The principle of all waivers is some- 
thing like that of estoppel. Where a 
pat ly having an option has dono some- 
thing indicating the exercise of that op- 
tion in a particular way, so as that to 
alter it would injure somebody else, he 
cannot re-call his option, (per Compton 
J. in Ward v. Day, -I II. and S. 300, 
cited by Mr. Walker.) . Gibbon himself 
says that he told Mr. Gilmeur that the 
statement was all 1 that was wanted for 
the present, but that he did not saj 
no further proof would he required. In 
fact could any reasonable man draw 
such an assurance from tin; mere answer 
"all right.'" The clerk Gibbon is not 
allege;! to have known any thing of the 
contents ot the document, except that 
he possibly ascertained that it was a 
list, apparently of furniture. A fraud 
could not be condoned or waived, unless 
it, or the circumstances connected with 
it, were fully known to the party con- 
doning ; and there is no proof, nor is it 
probable, that the Company's agents 
were at first rfware of the greatness of 
tin- plaintiffs over-estimate. I hit be- 
youdall this, and what in my opinion 
makes the alleged waiver an lmpOssibi- 
bility, is the fact neither theclerk (who 
was merely the baud to give and to re- 
ceive documents, this is probably all lie 
could have uieant by "ail right.") nor 
Mr, Turner himself had any power to 
waive the condition at all.
